“Now learn a parable of the fig 


tree; When his branch is yet tender, 


and putteth forth leaves, ye know that 
summer is nigh: So likewise ye, when 
ye shall see all these things, know that 
it is near, even at the doors.” Matt. 
24:32, 33. We learn from this that Je- 
Sus referred to the Jews and their 
return to the Homeland.

4:16) 
We see that it says He shall come 
Himself and that He shall shout and 
the dead will hear His voice, “Marvel 
not at this: for the hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shal] come 
forth.” John 5:28, 29. This shows that 
at His coming He will have power to 
raise the dead. “Then we which are 
alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to 
meet the Lord in the air: and so shall 
we ever be with the Lord.” 1 Thess. 
4:17. So we see that He will have 
power to gather from the earth those 
who are alive and ready to meet Him 
in the air.

GENERAL ADVICE 





Having been asked by some of 
our state overseers who are very 
censiderate and who wish to take 
right steps in everything, to write 
an article of general advice, I wiil 
endeavor to do so, and at the same 
time will be careful not to give any- 
thing that has not been decided on 
in our General Assemblies. 

Sometimes our ministers forget 
and sometimes they become dilatory 
and at other times they perhaps try 
to excuse themselves on some 
points, but it is our duty to abide 
by the Word of God.” 

I will say in the beginning of this 
article that not all of our evangel- 
ists have sent in their papers for re- 
newal and I would like to inform 
you that your 1928 license are void, 
and you evangelists that serve as 
pastors, are really without suthor- 
ity to solemnize the rights of matri- 
mony because of failure to have 
your license renewed, and I would 
ask all evangelists to please attend 
to this matter at once. 

By looking over the records 1 
find also that some are not as 
prompt as they should be and tie 
Assembly has decided that those 
who fail to report should make con- 
fession, ask forgiveness, and begin 
reporting. See 20th Assembly min- 
ute, page 39. 

Just a word with reference to 
holding church conferences: This 
is really the duty of the district pas- 
tor and he should either do it him- 
self or authorize the pastor in 
charge to do so. These conferences 
should be held quarterly, or any- 
time necessity demands. In recom- 
mending people to the ministry, it 
should be remembered by the one in 
charge of the conference and_ the 
male brethren, that no one should 
apply for license in the Church of 
God if they have not the Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, and those who 
are recommended for bishops and 
deacons, it is required of their 
wives that they have the Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost. 


It is also required of all of our 
ministers, that they pay tithes. For 
reference we would cite you to the 
22d Annual Assembly Minutes. On 
page 29 of said Minutes we read the 
following: “Since we do not license 
or ordain applicants for the minis- 
try unless they pay tithes, we rec- 
ommend that they be required to 
pay tithes in order to retain their 
license,” and of course if our minis- 
ters refuse to comply with this de- 
cision or show self-will on that line

thee shall he come forth unto me.” | 
This was prophesied 710 years before | 
Jesus’ birth. “Thus saith the Lord, A 
voice was heard in Ramah, lamenta- 
tion, and bitter weeping; Rahel weep- 
ing for her children.” Jer. 31:15. This 
prophecy was prophesied 606 years be- | 
fore His literal appearance. “He is) 
despised and rejected of men; a man 
of sorrows, and acquainted with grief: 
and we hid as it were our faces from 
him; he was despised, and we esteem- 
ed him not. Surely he hath borne our | 
griefs, and carried our sorrows: yet | 
we did esteem him stricken, smitten 
.of God, and afflicted.” Isa. 53:3,4. 
Read verses 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9. You will 
find that these Scriptures have been 
literally fulfilled. This was prophesied 
712 years before Jesus made His first 
advent into the world. 
Now if these Scriptures have been 
literally fulfilled, why shouldn’t we 
look for the literal fulfillment of the 
Seriptures that plainly teach His sec- 
ond coming to catch away His Bride? 
As we read in. Daniel’s prophecy, the 
final time of the end, He gave the ex- 
act number of years of the first exile. 
He told of the captives and their be- 
ing carried away, also prophesied of 
their return and gave the exact num- 
. ber of years as to their being in exile 
and just when they would return. In 
provhesying of the fulfillment of the 
birth and manifestation of Christ, he 
does not give the exact number of 
years. It is an indeterminate period. 
There is not a verse in the Bible that 
will tell us the exact number of years 
from the crucifixion until the return 
of Christ, but Jesus said, “Watch 
therefore, for ye know neither the day 
nor the hour wherein the Son of man 
cometh.” Matt. 25:13. “Therefore be 
ye also ready: for in such an hour 
as ye think not the Son of man com- 
' oth.” Matt. 24:44. We see from these 
Seriptures that Jesus gave warning 
to ‘be-ready and watch for’His coming. 
We have seen all the prophecies of 
Matt. 24, literally fulfilled concern- 
ing storms, earthquakes, wars, rumors 
of wars, nation rising against nation, 
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it becomes the duty of the State 
Overseer in conjunction with the 
General Overseer, to recall their 


papers. 

Some ministers may say, “My in- 
come is so small, and I have some 
debts that ought to be paid,” and 
perhaps they have had sickness in + 
their homes and: on that ground 
they meke themselves believe thar 
they are excusable. Of course it 
would be well if overtaken by sick 
ness or hard times, to notify the 





State Overseer of your troubles, and 


then promise that you will pay as 
soon as you can, but they are not 
exempted from paying tithes on 
these grounds and if ministers re 
fuse to meet the conditions on that 
line, their papers can be recalled 
and they should not thimk hard of 
this if their papers are recalled. 

While I am on this subject I will 
also state that if the credentials ot 
ministers have been recalled, and he 
is disfellowshipped from the Church 
and later on repents, makes wrongs 
right, he must come the same way 
as though he had never held cre- 
dentials before, and he cannot be 
given a higher position than he had 
before he was disfellowshipped from 
the church. 

The question may arise in some- 
one’s mind about laymembers pay- 
ing tithes, and whether or not it is 
a test of membership. To this I will 
say that the Assembly has _ never 
made tithe-paying of laymembers a 
test of fellowship, but they should 
love the Lord and His cause enough 
to give Him that part which belongs 
to Him. Each member is advised to 
pay their tithes into the local treas- 
ury where their membership is, and 
it is a teaching of the Church that 
members tithe. When we came into 
the church we promised the Lord 
that we would take the New Testa- 
ment for our only rule for govern- 
ment and discipline, and the whole 
Bible rightly divided, and it surely 
is a teaching of the Bible that peo- 
ple pay tithes. Usually when people 
fail to pay tithes ani lose the vic- 
tory, about the next thing we hear 
of them, is fault-finding, complain- 
ing at the preacher or someone 
else. There is no record in the Word 
of God that contradicts the tithing 
system ,and from Abraham’s day te 
the establishing of the Church, it 
was a practice of God’s people to 
give the tenth, and if we want to 
be happy and successful in the 
Christian life, I am sure we must 
not fall short of the standard. I 
trust that this advice will be ac- 
cepted with the same spirit as it 
has been written. 

I wish to remind the pastors that 
the Mission Board, at the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, decided that each 
local church should raise 5 per cent 
of the amount of tithes paid into 
each local treasury, for missions. 
That is, if the church pays $100.00 
tithes a month, they should raise 
$5.00 a month for missions. Two 
and one half percent of this should 
be sent to the State Treasurer and 
two and one half percent to the 
General Secretary at Headquarters. 
We notice that some of the treasur- 
ers are sending all of it to Head- 
quarters, and some of our churches 
are failing to raise their part for 
missions. We do earnestly request 
that the local churches please be 
prompt in this part of the work. 
We are greatly in need of money to 
carry on our mission work.

The Helmet of Salvation 

The helmet wa: used to protect the 
head in time of war and was of such 
importance that Paul names it as one 
of the weapons of spiritual warfare. 
The “helmet of salvation’ protects 
the mind as the “breastplate of right- 
ecusness” protects the heart. The 
heart and mind do not act independ- 
ently of each other, and therefore, 
need protection alike. The mind 
needs protection against delusions, 
false impressions and evil thoughts 
entering into it, and by putting on the 
“telmet of salvation” the Christian 
is guaranteed such protection. King 
Ahab did not have such protection 
or he would not have let the prophets 
who were actuated by the lying spirit, 
persuade him to attempt to do what 
God had said he could not do. The 
Bible teaches that many false prophets 
are gone out into the world, and that 
evil men and seducers shall wax worse 
and worse, deceiving and being de- 
ceived. (See 1 John 4:11 and 2 Tim. 
3:13.) This shows that false prophets 
will be encountered today just as they 
were in Ahab’s day, and that the “hel- 
met of salvation” is essential to the 
Christian life. 

The Sword of the Spirit 


“And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the spirit, which is 
the word of God.” Eph. 6:17. The 
sword is an offensive weapon and is 
therefore unlike the other parts of the 
armor. It should be remembered that 
the Christian must first put on the 
defensive parts of the “whole armor 
of God” before taking the offensive 
weapon. The nation that goes to war 
before preparing a defense, suffers 
great loss and is usually defeated in 
its attempt; but the army that is care- 
ful to see that everything is in order 
before it pitches its battles, is usual- 
ly successful. 

The spiritual warfare should be 
more carefully prepared for than the 
carnal, therefore, Paul, whom we may 
term a great general, names the de- 
fensive weapons first, which shows 
that they should. be put on before tak- 
ing the offensive weapon. We notice 
that the “sword of the spirit” is the 
Word of God and is the only offensive 
weapon to be used in the spiritual 
warfare. This shows that we need 
nothing but the Bible to defeat the 
enemy, if we are careful to first put 
on the defensive weapons of spiritual 
warfare before we pitch our battles. 
Those who take the “sword of the 
spirit” and run out to preach the 
Word without first putting on the de- 
fensive parts of the “whole armor of 
God”, will be defeated and cause the 
Word of God to be blasphemed. Some 
evil malady enters their heart. and 
they fall into the snare and the .temp- 
tation of the devil. It may be “forni- 


cation or adultery” and they become. 


too intimate with the opposite sex and 
bring reproach to themselves and the 
cause they have expounded. “Covet- 
ousness” may enter the heart and the 
love for money, “the root of all evil”, 
will take hold on them till they 
preach money instead of the gospel. 
Or it may be “lasciviousmess” that 
they fall victims to and they become 
so tricky that they will wrest God’s
